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Introduction 


The  County  Borough  of  St.  Helens  in  south-west  Lancashire, 
known  all  over  the  world  for  its  glass  manufacture,  celebrated 
the  centenary  of  its  incorporation  as  a borough  this  year  and  the 
publication  of  its  earliest  parish  registers,  which  show  the  rise  of  this 
industrial  town,  comes  at  an  appropriate  time. 

The  church  of  St.  Helen  was  originally  a chapel  of  ease  in  the 
parish  of  Prescot  and  succeeded  the  ancient  ‘Seynt  Elyn  ChapelP 
mentioned  in  the  Inventories  of  Goods  in  the  Churches  and  Chapels 
of  Lancashire  taken  in  1552  (1).  St.  Helen,  situated  in  the  hamlet  of 
Hardshaw  in  Windle  and  about  three  miles  from  Prescot  parish 
church,  served  the  four  townships  of  Eccleston,  Parr,  Sutton  and 
Windle.  In  the  Church  Survey  of  1650  (2)  the  Commissioners 
recommended  that  Parr  and  Windle  and  parts  of  Eccleston  and 
Sutton  should  be  made  a parish  but  two  centuries  elapsed  before  this 
was  implemented.  During  the  Commonwealth  the  chapel  was  a 
Presbyterian  place  of  worship  and  after  the  Restoration  it  continued 
in  non-conformist  hands  until  1710  when  it  was  restored  to  the 
Anglican  church.  A reference  to  a pew  in  the  ‘new  erected  chapel’  in 
1780  (3)  shows  that  the  old  chapel  was  demolished  before  this  date. 
When  the  church  was  enlarged  in  1816  it  was  dedicated  to  St.  Mary. 
In  December  1916  the  church  was  destroyed  by  fire;  fortunately  the 
registers  were  saved.  The  re-built  church  was  consecrated  in  1926 
and  the  original  dedication  to  St.  Helen  was  re-established. 

The  registers  of  St.  Helen  begin  in  1713  but  earlier  records  may 
be  found  in  the  registers  of  the  mother  church  at  Prescot.  The  first 
volume,  about  8in.  by  13in.,  is  bound  in  leather  and  contains  155 
paper  leaves  of  which  numbers  136  to  155  are  blank.  Baptism  entries 
are  given  from  1713  to  1768  and  births  from  1768  to  1777.  Marriages 
and  burials  are  entered  from  the  back  of  the  book ; marriages  extend 
from  1724  to  1758  but  there  is  one  entry  for  1723  on  the  inner  cover. 
Burial  entries  cover  the  period  1721  to  1763,  and  1806  to  1812;  it  is 


recorded  that  there  is  no  burial  register  for  the  years  1763  to  1778. 
Entries  for  1778  to  1805  are  given  in  the  second  register  volume. 
Also  included  in  the  first  volume  are  lists  of  Trustees,  pew-owners 
and  some  two  hundred  briefs  for  the  period  1722  to  1815.  Other 
miscellaneous  material  such  as  vestry  accounts,  minutes  of  meetings, 
lists  of  gifts  to  the  church,  letters  re  the  appointment  of  clergy,  all 
pertaining  to  the  period  1814  to  1866,  are  not  included  in  this 
transcript. 

The  second  register  volume,  about  9iin.  by  HJin.,  is  bound  in 
leather  and  contains  127  paper  leaves.  Basptisms  are  recorded  from 
1778  to  1812  and  burials,  entered  from  the  back  of  the  book,  from 
1778  to  1805.  There  are  nine  entries  under  the  heading,  ‘The  Roman 
Catholic  Register’. 

The  first  marriage  register,  about  lO^in.  by  16 Jin.  is  also  bound 
in  leather  and  contains  entries  from  1760  to  1782.  Five  paper  sheets 
containing  entries  from  1758  to  1760,  written  out  in  full,  have  been 
inserted  in  this  volume. 

The  second  marriage  register  is  in  fact  ‘The  Register  Book  for 
the  Publication  of  Banns  of  Marriage’.  It  is  leather  bound  and  about 
9jin.  by  14Jin.  and  covers  the  period  1783  to  1785.  All  of  the  dates 
given  in  this  register,  excepting  those  of  marriage  by  licence,  are  the 
dates  of  publication  of  banns  and  it  would  appear  that  an  entry  was 
made  at  the  time  of  the  marriage  ceremony.  In  the  absence  of  the 
actual  date  of  the  marriage,  the  last  date  of  publication  of  banns  has 
been  given  in  this  transcript.  The  register  is  very  badly  kept;  some- 
times the  year  is  omitted;  in  two  cases  in  which  both  bride  and 
bridegroom  mark,  the  only  names  given  are  those  of  the  witnesses; 
some  entries  are  not  signed  by  the  minister  and  some  are  not 
witnessed.  After  the  death  of  the  incumbent  responsible  for  this 
register,  the  new  minister  considered  it  his  duty  to  declare  that  these 
irregular  entries  recorded  valid  marriages  (see  pages  147-148). 

The  above  four  registers  have  recently  been  repaired  at  the 
expense  of  the  Parochial  Church  Council. 

The  high  standard  of  entries  resulting  from  the  combination  of 
the  offices  of  schoolmaster  and  parish  clerk  degenerates  considerably 
under  the  hand  of  certain  clerks;  some  of  the  spelling  is  obviously 
phonetic,  thus:-  apoticarey,  carpinder,  charkele  boner,  coler  (collier).

eniganernear,  inganer,  merrner,  nalor,  poper,  shooemaker,  wever, 
and  Augnus,  Feby,  Isible,  Voilleth  etc.  The  girl’s  name,  Clostackel, 
is  probably  an  attempt  at  Scholastica. 

Occupations,  given  after  1724,  show  that  even  from  that  date  a 
fair  proportion  of  those  served  by  the  chapel  were  employed  in 
non-rural  activities.  Thus,  there  were  colliers,  claypotters,  glass- 
makers,  combmakers,  linen  and  other  weavers,  pavers,  pipemakers, 
potters,  muggers  and  watchmakers  and  toolmakers.  The  term 
‘engineer’  first  appears  in  1758;  the  first  reference  to  a copper  worker 
is  in  1769. 

In  transcribing  the  registers  the  standard  procedure  has  been 
adopted.  The  order  in  which  entries  were  made  has  been  retained; 
baptismal  dates  are  given  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the  page  and  birth 
dates  on  the  right;  standard  abbreviations  have  been  used  and 
editorial  remarks  enclosed  in  square  brackets  and  italicised.
